Some  800  delegates  from  CIO  unions  throughout  Massachusetts 
will  convene  at  the  Hotel  Bradford  in  Boston  on  Fiilday,  June  7,  for 
the  18th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Massachusetts  State  CIO  Industrial 
Union  Council.   The  convention  will  run  for  two  days  to  end  with  the 
Convention  Banquet  Saturday  night. 

J.  William.  Belanger,  president  of  the  organization,  said  that 
while  this  will  be  the  last  full-fledged  convention  held  by  the  State 
CIO  as  a  separate  unit,  the  officers  and  delegates  will  take  all 
resolutions  submitted  under  serious  consideration  and  adopt  a 
legislative  program  to  guide  them_  in  the  months  ahead  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  past  conventions.   The  Council,  Belanger  said,  must 
continue  to  function  at  peak  efficiency  pending  merger  at  the  state 
level. 

Speakers  during  the  two-day  convention  will  include  Mayor  «3iohn 
B.  Hynes  of  Boston;  Archbishop  Richard  J.  Cushing;  Governor  Poster 
Furcolo;  Pre&ldent  V/illiam  Pollock  of  the  Textile  l/orkers  Union  of 
Ame-'--ica;  R.  J.  Thomas,  Assistant  to  APL-CIO  President  George  Meany; 
President  John  Callahan  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Labor; 
APL-CIO  Regional  Director  Hugh  Thompson;  ACWA  Regional  Director  Joseph 
A.  Salerno;  Area  Director  Henry  Miurray  of  the  APL-CIO  Committee  on 
Political  Education;  Middlessex  County  District  Attorney  James  L. 
O'Dea,  Jr.;  and  U,  S.  Representative  of  Histadrut,  Ephraim  Evron.

In  accordance  with  Section  2  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Massachusetts  State  CIO 
Industrial  Union  Council,  you  are  hereby  notified  that  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Council 
will  be  held  in  Boston,  Massachusetts  at  the  Bradford  Hotel  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  7  and  8,  1957. 
First  session  will  convene  at  10:00  A.M.  on  Friday,  June  7,  1957. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Massachusetts  State  CIO  Industrial  Union  Council  further  provides: 
The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  from  affiliates  set  forth  in  Art.  III. 

ARTICLE  in 
Affihates 

The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  local  unions,  joint  boards,  and  district  councils  of  International 
and  National  Unions,  and  organizing  committees  affiliated  with  the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organizations, 
and  local  industrial  unions,  city  and  county  industrial  union  councils  chartered  by  the  Congress  of 
Industrial  Organizations. 


ARTICLE  IV 

Section  7.  (a)  Representation  of  local  unions  at  conventions  shall  be  on  their  average  monthly  member- 
ship for  the  twelve  (12)  months  prior  to  October  1st  of  any  year  as  shown  by  their  per 
capita  payments  to  the  Council  for  such  period. 

(b)  New  locals  to  be  represented  at  the  annual  convention  must  be  affiliated  with  the 
Council  not  later  than  September  30th  of  any  year  and  such  new  locals  organized  less  than 
twelve  (12)  months  prior  to  the  convention  shall  be  represented  on  the  basis  of  their 
average  monthly  membership  as  shown  by  their  per  capita  payments  to  the  Council 
during  their  affiliation. 

(c)  All  new  or  re-affiliated  locals,  previous  to  the  convention,  shall  be  subject  to  review  and 
approval  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Council  as  to  authenticity  of  their  membership  in 
order  to  be  seated  as  delegates  to  the  convention. 


Section  8.  (a)  Local  unions  shall  be  represented  on  the  following  basis:  one  (1)  delegate  for  the  first 
two  hundred  (200)  dues-paying  members  or  fraction  thereof  and  one  (1)  delegate  for  each 
additional  two  hundred  (200)  dues-paying  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  local 
union  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  (1)  delegate.  Large  locals,  which  for  any  reason  do 
not  wish  to  send  their  full  quota  of  delegates,  may  reduce  their  delegation,  allowing  one  (1) 
delegate  to  represent  several  hundred  members  up  to  one  thousand  (1000)  on  roll  call 
votes  only,  provided  they  list  on  the  delegate's  credential  forms  the  number  of  votes  such 
delegate  is  authorized  to  cast  for  the  local  union. 

(b)  On  Roll  Call  votes,  a  delegate  so  authorized,  shall  be  allowed  to  cast  up  to  five  (5)  votes 
and  no  delegate  shall  cast  a  fractional  vote.  On  a  secret  ballot  vote,  a  delegate  shall  be 
allowed  one  (1)  vote. 

(c)  Local  industrial  union  councils  shall  be  entitled  to  one  (1)  delegate  with  one  (1)  vote. 

(d)  Delegates  from  industrial  union  councils,  joint  boards  and  district  councils  must  be 
members  of  local  unions  affiliated  with  the  C.I.O. 

(e)  Joint  Boards,  and  district  councils  of  affiliated  unions  shall  be  entitled  to  one  (1)  delegate 
with  one  (1)  vote. 


Section  9.  (a)  Not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  annual  convention,  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  f«rnish  each  affiliate  with  credential  blanks  in  duplicate,  which  must  be 
attested  as  required  on  the  blanks.  The  duplicate  shall  be  retained  by  the  delegate,  and 
the  original  sent  to  the'Secretory-Treasurer.  No  credentials  will  be  accepted  later  than  ten 
(10)  days  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  convention. 


(b)  The  President  shall  appoint  and  designate  the  chairmen,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Board,  the  Committees  on  Constitution,  Credentials  and  Resolutions  no  less  than 
ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  Convention.  These  committees  shall  meet 
prior  to  the  convention  opening.  The  expenses  of  delegates  serving  on  convention 
committees,  shall  be  borne  by  the  such  delegates. 


Section  10.  (a)  Resolutions  and  proposed  Constitutional  amendments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  no  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  Convention.  The 
Resolutions  and  proposed  Constitutional  amendments  shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate, 
signed  by  the  local  union  President  and  Secretary  and  bear  the  seal  of  the  local  union 
and  the  date  of  adoption  by  the  local  union. 

(b)  The  Executive  Board  may  submit  Resolutions  and  Constitutional  amendments  to  the 
Convention,  after  their  adoption  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  11.  All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  the  Rules  of  Order  adopted  by  the  Convention.  A  roll 
call  vote  may  be  demanded  by  the  delegates  representing  thirty  (30)  per  cent  or  more  of  the 
total  number  of  votes  at  the  convention. 

Section  12.  All  members  of  the  Executive  Board  who  are  not  elected  as  delegates  shall  be  ex-ofiicio 
delegates  to  the  convention  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  elected  delegates,  but 
without  vote,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  for  election  to  office  by  the  convention. 

Section  13.  Any  affiliate  which,  at  the  opening  date  of  the  convention,  is  in  arrears  to  the  Council  for 
per  capita  tax  for  two  (2)  months  or  more,  or  their  most  recent  quarterly  payment  of  the 
annual  fee,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  representation  to  the  convention. 

ARTICLE  V,  SECTION  3-(c) 

Only  delegates  in  good  standing  as  required  by  their  Local,  National  or  International  Union 
shall  be  eligible  to  run  for  office.

Resolutions  and  proposed  Constitutional  amendments,  bearing  on  different  subjects  must  be 
typewritten  on  separate  papers  and  on  one  side  of  the  paper  only.

Boston.  FOR  SUi^TAY  MORNING  PAPERS 

An  impartial  union  board  of  examiners  to  pass  on  the  qualifications  and  moral 
fitness  of  candidates  for  union  office  "to  screen  out  the  unfit  and  the  unworthy" 
was  advocated  to  the  State  CIO  Convention  today  by  Joseph  Salerno,  the  organization's 
first  president.  Their  findings  vfould  be  submitted  to  the  secret  ballot  vote  of  the 
membership  and  the  name  of  each  candidate  marked  in  accordance  ^^th  his  qualification 
test* 

In  addition,  l^lr.  Salerno,  New  England  Director  of  the  Amalgamated  Clothing 
Workers  Union,  proposed  that  "the  ethical  standards  adopted  by  the  national  AFL-CIO 
to  which  all  union  officers  must  measure  up"  be  put  into  practice  by  every  labor 
union  and  be  made  a  living  reality  among  its  1^,000,000  organized  workers." 

He  also  called  for  national  legislation  "which  should  in  no  way  hamper  union 
organizing,  infringe  upon  the  union  shop  or  labor  freedom  of  action  but  through  a 
uniform  system  of  financial  reporting  by  union  officers  help  the  union  movement  un- 
cover and  banish  from  the  Temple  of  Labor  the  dishonest  and  the  unscrupulous." 

Jlir.  Salerno  told  more  than  700  cheering  delegates  that  more  than  15,000,000 
trade  union  members  in  the  AIX-CIO  have  come  under  'an  iinjust,  vinwarranted  pall  of 
suspicion*  because  of  the  callous  and  unprincipled  action  of  a  mere  few  union  leaders. 

"It  is  up  to  the  various  unions  to  clean  house  of  the  "Little  Becks"  as  well 
as  the  "Big  Becks"  wherever  found.  The  national  AFL-CIO  can  only  show  the  way  but 
action  depends  upon  the  affiliated  unions  themselves,"  Salerno  exclaimed. 

He  said,  "the  secret  is  to  kick  out  the  racketeers  from  labor  and  not  to 
punish  the  whole  membership  by  kicking  out  their  unions  from  the  AFL-CIO." 

l^ile  calling  for  a  "screening  coramitteeto  pass  on  the  qualifications  of  can- 
didates for  union  office,  for  a  set  of  standards  to  guide  in  the  selection  of  union 
officers,"  Jlr.  Salerno  also  declared  "it  has  become  almost  mandatory  that  remedial 
legislation  be  enacted  to  help  the  honest  elements  in  labor  clean  house  and  hinder 
those  who  have  been  found  to  be  sinners  against  the  principles  of  the  worthy  men  who 
suffered  to  build  the  foundation  upon  which  the  House  of  Labor  now  stands. 

He  advocated  the  adoption  by  Congress  either  of  the  Ives-Mitchell  Administra- 

that 
tion  Bill  SII4U5  or  the  Douglas  Bill  S  1122/carries  the  povrer  to  subpoena,  penalties 

for  perjury  and  for  failure  to  make  full  financial  reports  to  union  members  and  the 
government  enacted  to  aid  the  labor  movement  keep  its  house  in  order.

"There  must  not  be  a  double  standard  in  this  matter"  he  caLvbioned*  "The  pun- 
ishment should  be  made  to  fit  the  crirae~and  both  i^artners  in  a  crime  against  the 
trade  union  movementp  the  emnloyer  as  vjell  as  the  union  official — should  be  made 
to  suffer  together  under  the  laiTo"

"To  protect  the  working  people^  the  new  legislation  must  reqiire  that  employers 
as  well  as  unions  give  full  financial  disclosure  to  the  government  and  the  public  of 
all  welfare  funds,"  Salerno  deolareda

funds"  has  been  the  disinterest  and  the  apathy  of  the  average  trade  union  member  in 
the  affairs  of  his  organizationo 

"Rather  than  bestir  himself  from  the  parlor  chair  and  tear  himself  away  from 
his  television  set  on  a  meeting  nighty  many  dues-paying  members  are  content  to  let 
their  union  fall  into  the  hands  of  an  unscrupulous  few — never  realizing  the  terrible 
price  they  are  paying  for  their  apathy^"  he  declared^ 

To  axmken  workers  from  their  indiffer'^nce,  we  must  raise  the  moral  and  spiri- 
tual standards  of  union  members  through  a  year  round  labor  educational  program. 

Workers  must  become  more  interested  in  union  meetings  the  year  round  not  only 
when  the  union  brings  them  increases  in  pay.  There  is  no  future  for  labor  without 
the  active  participation  of  its  members.  Better  unions  and  better  union  leaders  de- 
pend upon  a  better  informed  membership.  Unions j  as  Democracy,  are  what  you  do  and 
what  you  make  them^ 

J/Ir.5  Salerno  attributed  most  of  the  current  'scandal'  in  the  trade  union  move- 
ment to  "grovdng  commericalism,,  grov/ing  moral  laziness  and  to  the  growing  pains" 
brought  about  by  a  sudden  expansion  immediately  before  and  during  World  T/ar  II  when 
trade  unionism  sprouted  overnight  from  a  little  bush  to  a  veritable  Jack's  Beanstalk*" 

"The  sudden  growth  of  labor  unions  from  3^000^000  to  a  total  of  over  18,000,000 
organized  vrorkers  today  came  so  fast  that  labor  v^ras  unable,  due  to  the  sudden  giant 
expansion,  to  properly  train  new  leaders"  he  saido  Labor  should  run  special  schools 
for  labor  leaders  and  organizers  to  equip  them  with  facts  and  fire  their  imagination 
vath  the  idealism  of  the  founders  of  the  labor  movement « 

For  that  reason^  he  said,  "he  urges  the  creation  of  a  "tribunal,  made  up  of 
impartial  members—or  a  board  of  examj-ners,  if  you  ivill— to  test  the  aptitude  and 
integrity  for  leadership  of  those  who  vrould  aspire  for  office  to  represent  men  and

He  advocated  strongly  a  'set  of  standards'  i:hich  would  serve  as  a  guidpost  for 
the  selection  of  union  officers «  This  would  include,  moral  fitness^  kiiov/ledge  of  the 
economics  of  the  industry  in  which  he  is  engaged,  ability  to  act  Ydthout  fear  or 
prejudice  and  general  knoi^ledge  of  the  labor  movement© 

"And  above  all"  he  declared  with  emphasis,  "we  must  take  the  profit  motive 
out  of  corruptiono   No  man  who  holds  union  office  should  ever  be  allowed  to  have 
directly  or  indirectly  any  financial  interest  or  investment  in  any  firm  or  related 
industry  in  which  he  has  union  dealings «" 

Though  the  present  investigation  of  labor  unions  will  temporarily  weaken 
labor's  position  in  the  affairs  of  the  nation,  in  the  long  run  it  will  stiffen  the 
moral  fibers  of  labor  and  rekindle  the  sparld.e  of  idealism  that  has  made  the  labor 
movement  the  greatest  progressive  force  in  modern  democratic  society. 

Today  more  than  ever,  we  need  labor  unity  on  a  c  ity,  state  and  national  levels 
Vje  must  always  remember  that  the  things  that  unite  us  are  great,  but  that  the  things 
that  keep  us  apart  are  petty  and  insignificant »

.Shields  Warren,  an  expert  on 
atomic  medicine  said  today  it

Decorous  Air 
Marks  Talks 
Of  State  GO

]More  than  500  delegates  at- 
tending the  18th  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Massachusetls 
State  CIO  in  the  Hotel  Bradford 
in  Boston  yesterday  expected — 
and  got — no  surprises. 

The  convention  may  be  the 
last  of  the  state  CIO  before  final 
merger  with  the  AFL,  which 
must  take  place  by  Dec.  5  of 
this  year. 

If  there  was  any  element  of 
suspense  at  all  in  the  first  round 
of  the  two-day  sessiort  which 
winds  up  today,  it  was  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  Governor  Fur- 
colo,  guest  speaker,  might  make 
any  allusions  to  his  sales  tax 
program,  which  has  been  bit- 
terly fought  by  labor  forces  in 
this  state. 

Sales  Tax  Resolution  Up 

However,  the  Governor  made 
no  reference  at  all  to  the  sales 
tax  program  which  is  so  close 
to  his  Jieart.  Instead  he  empha- 
sized the  solidarity  between  la- 
bor and  his  administration,  and 
tlieir  common  goals. 

Although  the  delegates  warm- 
ly welcomed  the  Governor's 
desk-pounding  speech,  they  will 
consider  today  resolutions  op- 
posing his  proposed  limited  3 
per  cent  sales  tax.  Augmented  by 
some  300  additional  delegates, 
the  resolution  is  expected  to  be 
passed  easily. 

Acknowledging  that  there  are 
differences  between  him  and 
labox%  the  Governor  said  em- 
phatically that  "I  feel  our  differ- 
ences are  not  of  philosophy  or 
principle,  but  rather  in  the  ways 
to  be  taken  to  reach  certain 
objectives." 

He  cited  ^"humanitarian  ob- 
jectives" as  a  common  goal  of 
both  labor  and  his  administra- 
tion, and  reviewed  his  own  at- 
tempts to  further  legislation  on 
social  security  measures,  anti- 
discrimination laws,  increase  of 
unemployment  compensation, 
and  opposition  to  ihe  Taf  t-Hart- 
'  ley  Law. 

Stridency  Missing 

Although  WilUam  J.  Foley,  Jr., 
Boston  City  Council  president, 
speaking  on  behalf  of  Mayor 
Hynes,  wished  the  convention 
*'a  happy,  noisy  time  in  the  best 
tradition  of  the  CIO,"  there  was 
little  evidence  of  the  stridency 
often  associated  with  CIO  con- 
ventions. 

Instead,  a  decided  air  of  ear- 
nestness hung  in  the  hot,  breath- 
less air  of  the  Bradford's 
Great  Ballroom. 

Much  of  this  earnestness, 
doubtless,  was  generated  by  the 
tangible  effect  the  recent  sena- 
torial investigations  into  labor 
and  management  improprieties 
have  had  upon  the  labor  move- 
ment in  general. 

Speaking  of  this,  state  CIO 
president,  J.  William  Belanger, 
scored  the  emphasis  that  has 
been  put  on  labor's  culpability  in 
matters  of  corruption.  He  as- 
serted vigorously  that  if  there 
are  "split  personalities"  in  labor 
.  who  "hobnob  with  business"  to 
make  crooked  deals,  it  should  be 
reali/.ed  that  "it  takes  ^wo  to 
make  a  bargain."

Jovial  Truman  Arrives 

Gets  Bis  CJ.O.  Omtmn 


Former  President  Harry  S. 
Truman  last  night  called  on 
Labor  to  "rise  up"  and  increase 
the  Democratic  margin  in  Con- 
gress in  1958. 

Addressin^some  500  cheering 
members  attending  the  state 
C.I.O.  convention  at  the  Hotel 
Bradford,  Truman  said  he 
hoped  the  people  will  "wake  up 
and  realize  that  the  Democratic 
Party  is  the  people's  party. 

"And  maybe  they  will 
realize,"  the  73-year-old  ex- 
President  declared  in  his  typ- 
ical fiery  fashion,  "it  is  the  only 
party  that  takes  care  of  the 
people." 


Truman,  who  termed  himself 
a  "farmer  from  Mis.souri,"  said 
it  always  has  been  his  opinion 
that  there  is  only  one  man  in 
the  country  who  is  the  lobbyist 
for  the  people  and  that  is  the 
"President  of  the  United 
States." 

He  emphasized  that  he  had 
"no  objection  to  lobbyists,"  but 
fell  that  the  150  million  people 
of  the  nation  "look  to  the  Presi- 
dent to  thin^  and  ;ict  for  them. 

"The  people  have  no  other 
spokesmen,"  he  added^ 

A  floor  show,  which  was 
going  on  when  Mr.  Truman 
entered  the  hall  at  9:30,  was 
halted  abruptly. 

J.  William  Belanger,  presi- 
dent of  the  State  C.I.O.,  strove 
frantically  to  quiet  the  cheer- 
ing audience  as  Truman  pushed 
his  way  through  the  throng.

Mr.  Truman,  who  is  here  to 
receive  an  honorafy  degree 
from  Brandeis  University  to- 
day, remained  virtually  mum 
on  political  issues,  but  bubbled 
over  with  enthusiasm  about  his 
grandson,  Clifton  Truman  Dan- 
iel. 

The  ex-President,  whose 
jaunty  step  belies  his  73  years 
beamed  all  over  when  his  old 
friend,  Archbishop  Gushing, 
wished  him  "A  special  blessing 
for  the  new  baby." 

'  "The  prelate,"  he  told  news- 
men, "is  an  old  friend  of  mine 
who  was  with  me  for  many, 
many  years,  when  a  lot  of  other 
people  were  against  nte." 

Politically,  Mr.  Truman  was 
certain  of  only  one  thing— that 
his  grandson  is  going  to  be  a 
Democrat. 

Quizzed  on  his  personal 
choice  for  Democratic  aominee' 
in  the  1960  presidential  race,  he 
replied: 

."I  have  never  posed  as  a 
prophet  or  pollster.  I  have  no 
candidate  now,  but  when  the 
time  comes,  I  will  name  him?' 

Earlier,  he  challenged  a  state- 
ment by  President  Eisenhower 
that  the  Democratic  Party  is 
"hopelessly  split." 

This  is  the  first  time  since  1844, 
he  observed,  that  a  President  has 
been  elected  without  carrying 
Congress. 

Mr.  Truman  switched  back  to 
the  subject  of  his  grandson  and 
told  reporters  that  he  had  "no 
choice"  in  the  name  given  to  the 
child. 

"But  with  a  name  like  that,"  he 
quipped,  "he  is  almost  forced  to 
be  a  Democrat." 

The  former  President  arrived 
here  yesterday  by  plane  and  was 
accompanied  by  Abraham  Fein- 
berg  of  New  York,  chairman  of  the 
Brandeis  board  of  trusteos. 

On  hand  to  greet  him  were 
Judge  David  A.  Rose,  associate 
justice  of  Dorchester  District 
Court  and  Truman's  hosit  in  Bos- 
ton; Col  Lewis  H.  Weinstein,  rep- 
resenting Gov.

Joseph  SaljBrno,  New  England 
director  of  \t!ie  Amalgamated 
Clothing  Workers  Union  and  first 
president  of  the  state  C.I.O., 
warned  the  delegates: 

"More  than  15  qitiillion  trade 
union  members  :in  the  A.F.L.-C.LO.

cause of  the  callous  and  unprin- 
cipled action  of  a  mere  few  union 
leaders. 

Must  Clean   House 

"It  is  up  to  the  various  unions 
to  clean  house  of  the  'Little  Becks' 
wherever  found.  The  national 
A.F.L.-C.I.O.  can  only  show  the 
way,  but  action  depends  upon  the 
affiliated    unions    themselves." 

Salerno  said  the  "secret"  is  to 
kick  out  the  racketeers  from  the 
labor  movement  and  not  to  pun- 
ish the  whole  membership  by 
kicking  out  their  unions  from  the 
A.F.L.-C.I.O. 

Salerno — one  of  labor's  pioneers 
in  attempting  to  make  union  meet- 
ings of  sufficient  interest  to  en- 
courage attendance  of  rank  and 
file — emphasized  that  union  meet- 
ings must  be  made  attractive 
in  order  to  compete  with  tele- 
vision and  the  "easy  chair." 

He  urged  delegates  to  seek  in- 
teresting speakers  at  union  meet- 
ings rather  than  rely  on  the  same 
parade  of  business  agents. 

He  also  proposed  creation  of  ^n 
"impartial  tribunal  or  a  board  of 
examiners  to  test  the  aptitude  and 
integrity  of  candidates  for  union 
office." 

It  was  one  of  the  quietest  state 
CI.O.  conventions  in  years. 


H     No  Contests  foi  Office 


There  were  no  contests  for  of- 
fice —  indicative  that  the  state 
C.I.O.  stands  united  behind  Pres. 
J.  William  Belanger,  Sec-Treas- 
urer Salvatore  Camelio  and  their 
other  officers  in  any  future  merger 
talks. 

Other  speakers  at  the  afternoon 
session  included  Dist.  Atty.  James 
L.  O'Dea  of  Middlesex  County, 
who  was  given  all-out  support  by 
labor  i  in  his  campaign  for  office 
last  year;  and  Histadrut  Rep,  Eph- 
raim  Evron. 

Mary  Ca^s,  president  of  the 
auxiliary  of  thestate  C.I.O.,  was 
unable  to  be  present.

I  am  vjriting  this  letter  to  protest  the  lov/  tariff  on 
Plastic  items  coming  from  Hong  Kong,  We  in  the  Leominster, 
Fitchburg  area  of  Massachusetts  are  mostly  concerned  with 
plastics.   We  make  all  kinds  of  plastic  toys,  dishes, 
kitchen  ware,  dresser  sets,  combs,  sunglasses,  etc. 

We  are  also  concerned  v/ith  cotton  shirts  and  blouses 
which  are  made  in  this  area.   There  are  also  several 
factories  wnich  make  cardboard  boxes,  and  holders  for 
these  articles.   This  makes  the  factories  in  this  area 
interdependent  on  each  other.   If  business  is  slow  in  one 
factory  it  necessarily  slows  down  in  the  others. 

These  plastic  articles  coming  from  Hong  Kong  are  being 
copied  exactly  from  those  made  here  for  years.   Because  of 
the  low  tariff  they  are  competing  unfairly  with  American 
made  goods. 

Our  stores  are  being  flooded  with  these  Hong  Kong  made 
goods,  and  in  our  area  employment  has  been  down  sincre  last 
October,  causing  us  some  concern.   Because  of  our  higher 
standard  of  living,  it  is  impossible  for  management  to  compete 
with  the  low  price  of  these  retail  goods  coming  from  China. 

We  urge  you  to  do  all  that  you  can  to  see  that  a  resolution 
is  introduced  at  our  State  Convention  on  June  7  and  8  to 
push  legislation  to  raise  the  tariff  on  these  imported  goods. 

I  would  appreciate  a  reply  on  your  views  concerning  this 
matter.

Isolated  instances  of  labor  racketeering  are  being  used  as  the  basis  of  an  organ- 
ized attack  on  the  whole  labor  movement  and  to  promote  the  passage  of  Federal  and 
state  anti-labor  and  "right-to-work"  .laws.  These  campaigns  are  financed  and  spon- 
sored by  anti-labor  employers,  politicians  and  reactionary  organs  of  public  opinion. 
The  problem  of  corruption  in  a  small  minority  of  unions  is  of  deep  concern  to  the 
labor  movement,  and  the  JLC  along  v/ith  the  AJFL-CIO,  has  v/elcomed  the  public  expo- 
stire  of  such  people  and  practices.   Our  affiliated  organizations  have  fought  such 
practices  from  the  start  and  many  of  our  members  have  not  only  given  their  time 
and  energies  but  even  risked  their  personal  safety  in  the  struggle.  Ve  are 
heartened  that  the  process  of  removing  these  leeches  from  the  body  of  the  demo- 
cratic labor  movement  has  been  speeded  up.  Ho^^ever,  it  is  necessary  to  issue  a 
public  v/arning  that  in  the  process  of  dealing  with  this  problem  it  has  been 
seized  upon  to  weaken  and  undermine  the  v/hole  labor  movement  itself. 

It  v/ould  be  tragic  if  the  American  people  because  of  these  instances,  condemned  by 
labor  itself,  would  forget  the  basic  contributions  of  American  labor  to  the  grov/th 
of  American  democracy  and  the  v/elfare  of  the  ^erican  people. 

The  organized  labor  movement  has  devoted  itself  to  advancing  the  welfare  and 
liberties  of  the  entire  nation —  not  of  its  members  alone.  Jrom  the  day  v/hen 
labor  spearheaded  the  drive  for  universal  free  public  education  and  -universal 
suffrage  down  through  the  struggle  against  child  labor  and  s\'/eat shops,  for  work- 
men's compensation  and  unemployment  insurance,  to  the  present  day  v/hen  it  leads 
the  drives  for  adeqxiate  public  health  provisions  and  improved  social  security, 
organized  labor  has  determined  the  speed  of  social  progress  in  our  nation.   In 
the  current  era,  organized  labor  has  been  a  leader  in  the  battle  against  Commu- 
nism and  fascist  totalitarianism  abroad  and  for  civil  rights  at  home. 

The  Jevdsh  Labor  Committee,  an  organization  of  500,000  Jev/ish  workers,  reaffirms 
its  support  and  identification  with  the  free  trade  union  movement,  and  points  out 
that  those  attacking  the  labor  movement  are  not  enemies  of  racketeering  but 
enemies  of  the  common  v/elfare.  They  seek  not  to  destroy  the  cancer,  but  to  destroy 
the  body.  We  call  on  all  fair-minded  citizens  to  support  the  free  labor  movement 
in  its  continuing  efforts  to  improve  the  living  standards  of  the  American  people 
and  for  justice  and  freedom  for  all  peoples. 


Resolution  on  Civil  Eights 

Adopted  "by 
Jev/ish  Labor  Committee  Biennial  Convention 
Atlantic  City  IT.  J.  -  May  10-12,  I957 

Por  the  first  time  in  many  years  a  real  opportunity  exists  for  the  passage  of 
Federal  civil  rights  legislation.  The  civil  rights  "bills  novr   hefbre  Congress, 
iirhich  have  the  support  of  labor  and  the  civil  rights  groups,  are  the  minirmim 
meaningful  civil  rights  legislation.  Any  weakening  or  dilution  of  this  legisla- 
tion v;ould  destroy  it  as  a  civil  rights  measure. 

The  opponents  of  all  civil  rights  legislation  are  putting  up  a  desperate  and 
determined  effort  in  order  to  delay  action  and  to  v/eaken  and  destroy  this 
civil  rights  legislation.   Southern  Senators  have  introduced  two  amendments  that 
would  in  fact  nullify  or  kill  this  legislation. 

The  present  "bills  include  tv/o  important  provisions  v/hich  are  at  the  heart  of  the 
legislation.  These  are  the  injunctive  irovision  and  the  right  of  a  civil  rights 
plaintiff  to  take  his  case  directly  to  federal  courtso   Senator  Ervin  has  pro- 
posed an  amendment  to  provide  a  jury  trial  instead  of  the  injunctive  enforcement 
provision,  knov/ing  full  well  that  a  Sojthern  jury  will  not  convict  in  a  civil 
rights  case.   This  amendments  deceptively  parading  under  civil  libertarian  slogans, 
is  designed  to  confu.se  the  Anencan  people  and  to  make  civil  rights  enforcement 
impossible.  Senator  Ervin  himself ,  v^hen  a  judge,  did  not  hesitate  to  apply 
injunctions  in  labor  cases. 

Senator  McClellan  introduced  a  union-busting  "right-to-v;ork"  amendment  in  order 
to  divide  the  pro-civil  rights  forces.   The  McClellan  maneuver .  defeated  in 
committee,  v/as  a  shameful  trick  and,  in  the  v/ords  of  the  AZL-CIO,  clearly 
designed  to  "kill  the  moderate  civil  rights  bill  nov/  pending  in  Congress,"  The 
introduction  of  this  "right- to-work"  amendment  has  pointed  up  once  again  that 
the  fight  for  freedom  and  la"bor's  rights  is  one. 

The  passage  of  a  minimum  civil  rights  bill  in  this  session  of  Congress  is 
essential  lest  we  frustrate  and  destroy  the  hopes  of  large  sections  of  our 
citizens  and  weaken  their  belief  and  faith  in  the  democratic  process, 

1,  We  call  on  the  President  to  go  to  the  people  with  a  radio  and  T?  appeal 
for  the  passage  of  this  civil  rights  legislation,  v/ithout  the  crippling  amend- 
ments, just  as  he  has  done  for  the  budget, 

2,  We  call  on  the  American  people  to  fully  support  the  minimum  civil  rights 
legislation  now  before  Congress,  and  to  resist  efforts  to  weaken  or  nullify  the 
President's  measure, 

3,  We  call  on  labor  and  civil  and  community  groups  to  increase  preesiir©  on 
their  representativoB  in  Congress  for  passage  of  the  current  bills.

pledges  "by  securing     the  passage  of  these  hills. 

The  promise  of  America —  equal  opportunity  and  eqvis.l  rights  to  all  citizens 
regardless  of  race,    color,    creed  or  national  origin,  must  nov/  he  made  a  living 
reality.     The  passage  of  this  civil  rights  legislation  v/ill     give  hope  to 
millions  and  demonstrate  to  the  world  our  concern  with  the  realization  of  our 
ideals  and  "beliefs.     This  is  our  opportunity.
